The United States seeks a cor- 
responding concession in return for 
a halt in the bombing of North. 
Vietnam. The North Vietnamese in- 
sist that there can be no move from 
their side until the bombing stops. 
The Israelis demand that the Arab 
nations ‘recognize the legality of 
their country by agreeing to direct 
negotiations for .a peace settlement. 
The Arabs say there can be no 
negotiations, even through a media- 
tor; until the Israelis evacuate the 
territories they occupied last June, 

These are stalemates which at 
the moment appear insoluble. But a 
still more serious similarity appears 
in the background dangers which 
accompany each dispute. The Viet- 
nam war carries the constant threat 
of expansion through the active 
participation of Red China or Rus- 
sia, ‘This would precipitate a direct 
East-West conflict of unpredictable 
dimensions and the’ risk of such a 
development will increase with the 
extent to which the Communist ra- 
tions believe their borders to be 
threatened. 

While the United States is ikeed 
down in the jungles of Vietnam, 
neither Moscow nor Peking are 
likely to do'much about terminating 
the’ suicidat struggle. But if the 
bombing, through American des- 
peration at the prolongation of the 
war, gets too near the Chinese bor- 
der or threatens to upset the basic

Asia, then Communist intervention 
conceivably could become a terrible 
reality. 

In the same way, the Middle 
East confrontation could escalate 
into a global contest if the Western 
backers of the Israelis and the 
Soviet suppliers of the Arabs were 
drawn into a more active champion- 
ship of their proteges. Good sense 
and caution on both sides will, of 
course, avoid such a tragic and fool- 
ish step, but while the guns blaze 
across the Suez Canal and one bor- 
der incident after another ‘shatters 
the cease-fire, the possibility of a 
wider war is always present. 

Of less acute threat but of 
greater jong-term importance is the 
fact that both the Middle East and 
the Vietnam imbroglios are factors 
in the continued estrangement of 
the United States and the Soviet 
Union. The roughened feelings aris- 
ing from the Arab-Israeli situation 
impose a bar to closer co-operation 
between the two giant nations. This 
is much more the case in regard to 
Vietnam, where the. American en- 
tanglement in an anti-Communist 
war is a tragically effective impedi- 
ment to better relations between 
Moscow and Washington. The situa- 
tion is particularly unfortunate 
since it arose at .a time when Rus- 
sia was quite evidently in a mood 
to open productive talks with the 
United States. 

The major tragedy of the Viet- 
nam conflict may well prove to be, 
not the terrible losses of the fight- 
ing and the localized destruction of 
the battle-torn countries, but the 
much more significant fact’ that a 
workable detente between East and 
West, as represented by Russia and 
the United States, was long delayed 
and perhaps made impossible in our 
time.

Possible Responses to Unconditional Surrender 


HERE is, here and in/the Middle 
East, an intense sub-surface crisis 
-one which could easily build up to 
explosive proportions. It stems from 
Israel’s refusal to 
accept mediation An 
the wake of the June 
5-12 war. Tel Aviv is 
insisting on a directly 
negotiated peace 
settlement. Direct 
negotiation, as Secre- 
tary-General U Thant 
has / pointed out, is 
simply not in the 
cards. In the eyes of * 
the Arabs, it is 
jantamount to demanding unconditional 
political surrender. 

Sitting down at a formal peace table 
with Israel would mean de facto 
recognition of the Jewish state—that is, 
abandonment of a 20-year campaign of 
resistance—without any knowledge, at 
that stage, of the conditions in which 7 
existence would develop. 

If there is ever to be acquiescence by 
the Arabs in the permanence of Israel, it 
clearly will have to come at the end, not 
the beginning, of a bargaining ‘process. 


Realities Weighed 


Israel’s massive military victory last 
June does not enable her to demand 
unconditional political surrender -+ not 
when all the realities are weighed. Her 
belief that ‘she is in such a position is a 
majcr mistake.

A Bombing Halt Alone Will Not End the War 


¥ THE first 24 national representa- 
tives to address the UN General 
Assembly during its new session, eight 
have commented on 
bombing .of North 
Vietnam. The latest 
was Mr. Paul Martin, 
who broke new 
grodnd in Canadian 
public, if not private, 
diplomacy Wednes- 
day by calling for an 
end to the bombing. 
He joined the foreign 
ministers of Den- 
mark and Sweden 
and the representa- 
tive of Upper Volta in urging this course 
of action upon the United. States. The 
other four speakers to remark on the 
bombing upheld respectively the U.S. 
point of view’ (U.S. Ambassador Arthur 
Goldberg and British Foreign Secretary 
George Brown) and the Communist point 
of view .(the foreign ministers of the 
Soviet Union and @zechoslovakia). 

The U.S. refuses to accept the opinion 
of Secretary-General U Thant and others 
thot North Vietnam will enter peace 
negotiations within a few weeks after the 
bombing is stopped. The. U.S. wants 
authoritative word from Hanoi itself that 
negotiations ‘‘would’’ — not ‘could’ — 
begin if the bombing stopped.

But that ts not all, The U.S, also 
wants another question answered. As Mr. 
Goldberg phrased it with deliberate 
simplexity: ‘‘Does North Vietnam con- 
ceive that the cessation of bombing 
would or should lead to any other results 
than meaningful negotiations or discus- 
sions under eeleidtaiinel which would 
not disadvantage either side?”

put it this way to the assembly: 


“Nor is: it wise to worry only about 
how soon the peace negotiations can 
begin; we must give some thought also 
to the question of how long the talks 
might last. The talks that ended the war 
in Korea lasted nearly two years, and so 
for two years longer the fighting went on 
and biood continued-to flow. We must 
ask ourselyes whether or not we want to 
sec thai kind of marathon peace talks in 
Vietnam.”

The vegntable plot is - shrunk Rnd _ their 
subterrancan expansion, and when I'm digging 
and strike a root I'm jarred from the shoulders 
down.

I remember when the tree was planted, a 
pencil-slerder seedling as dainty as a fawn, I 
remeraber how we nurtured it, protecting it 
with spraps from a peculiar bark infection that 
roughens the skin of that variety. I remember 
winters of sleet and silver thaws when we 
went out in the dark of night to shake the 
branches, freeing them of an extra weight 
which might have split them from the trunk. I 
recall a time of heavy snow when we were 
tardy and a split did occur—a split we 
bandaged carefully, like a wound. 

And I recall the glory: of spring bloom—a 
cloud of deep- pink, engulfing shiny bronze 
foliage. Passers-by stopped to stare in the 
most genuine of tributes.

and fathered. brood, proclaiming vainglori- 
ousty-the magnificence of his estate. Small 
birds swung from the upper branches in 
spring’s song festival.

In its way, the cherry has been our 
compensation for human inroads on the 
property which changed it from a small area 
of large trees and thick brush to a cultivated 
place where negligence alone restores some of 
its former wild character. The tall hemlocks 
disappeared years ago, victims of age and too 
close cultivation at the roots: A balsam of 
Christmas tree symmetry, languished from the 
smoke of rubbish fires laid beneath it, and 
thick bodied, sprawling alders went the way of 
their kind from rot at the heart. 

I tell myself that the towering variegated 
cedar we planted in the foot df a border, along 
with creeping cyprus, a wild red currant and a 
delicate dogwood, which has still to blossom, 
provide all the trees we need. 

The decorative Japanese import -is super- 
fluous; rocts all over the place; blossoms that 
shower on the lawn and turn brown; leaves 
that fall and require raking; branches that 
eliminate = good portion of the view for which 
Oak Bay taxes me so highly.

Newman: One.of the orgin- 
ally predominant directions of 
the Pearson government was 
the attempt to “Canadianize 
our economy.” Do you believe 
this is a practical objective, 
and would it help — protect 
Canadian sovereignty? 


Stanfield: Ii it’s practical at 
all, it’s practical only within 
very strict limits. We sell at 
least half our exports to the 
United Statés and buy at least 
two-thirds of our. imports 
from the United» States, so 
that we're very inter-depen- 
dent and that’s going to be 
true regardless of who owns 
the majority of the shares, I 
certainly don’t think we 
should discourage outside 
eapital- and enterprise. That 
would be totally unacceptable 
to most Canadians in most 
parts of the country.

'Presences of a Sort 


By PAUL RICHARD 


WASHINGTON—Five years 
ago, Tony Smith, an architect, 
sculptor and geometrician 
then 60 years old, telephoned 
an industrial welding company 
and ordered a closed steel 
box, exactly six feet high, six 
feet wide and six feet deep. 
 ePine- pex was delivered, 
he neither polished nor 
painted it. He placed it in his 
back yard and left it there, 
rusting slowly among the 
trees. 

There are other objects in 
Smith's yard, strangely primi- 
tive, strangely heavy “forms 
that seem as if they have 
always been there. They have 
ambiguous names. The steel 
cube—as tall as a man, as 
deep as a grave—is called 
“Die.” 

“T don’t think of them as 
sculptures," Smith has said, 
“but as presences of a sort." 


More Complex 


Another Smith object — far 
more complex than the cube, 
far larger .than‘ anything in 
the yard, but generated by the 
Sames rigidly modular 
geometry that controls all his 
work—is now being fabricated 
in the basement workroom of 
the Corcoran Gallery of Art 
here. 

For days now, the gallery's 
maintenance crew has been 
carefully sawing 4-by-8-foot 
sheets of plywood into tri- 
angles.: Eventually those tri- 
angles will be assembled into 
an enormous cellular space 
frame, 22 feet high and more 
than twice that long. 

This fall, the structure will 
find the rectangular, balcony- 
lined void of the Corcoran’s 
atrium, It will be one of just 
four pieces (the others, all 
huge, will be the work of 
sculptors Barnett Newman, 
Mark di Suvero and Ronald 
Bladen) that will be included 
in a major Corcoran exhibi- 
tion of experimental 
sculpture. 


A ‘Ghost’ 


Smith‘s work is not 
sculpture in any conventional 
sense. It is more closely 
related to architecture—or 
rather, to the ghost of archi- 
tecture. 

His structures are not 
“buildings.”” They have no 
doors or floors or plumbing. 
They. fulfil no practical 
function. Yet there is some- 
thing about them that makes 
one think of caves and old 
stone piers, of temples and 
tombs. 

It is as if the ghost of those 
monuments had been liber- 
ated from function and sym- 
bolism, cleansed of the practi-+

calities of earthly building, 
and then been given form. 

Smith was trained as an 
architect. In the late 1930s, 
after attending the New 
Bauhaus, in Chicago, he went 
to work for Frank Lloyd 
Wright at Taliesin East. He 
supervised the construction of 
a number of Wright houses 
and then, for 20 years, had an 
architectural practice of his 
own, 

The scale of his structures 
is architectural — and monu- 
mental. Their dimensions are 
never arbitrary. They have 
been scaled to the world of 
men. 

Smith has written that the 
size of “Die” was determined 
by the famous Leonardo 
drawing of a+ man whose 
outstretched hands and feet 
describe the corners of a 
square. A 10-foot cube is a 
small house. A three-foot cube 
is a piece of furniture. “‘Die” 
is a monument. 

Forms do not have to be 
enormous to be monumental. 
It is true that the Washington 
Monument would look silly if 
it were 50 feet tall, but it fs 
equally true that the giant 
figure of Jefferson in the 
Jefferson Memorial looks 
puny despite its size. 


Never Puny 


Smith’s structures are never 
puny. But their power derives 
not only from bigness but 
from a finely trained sense of 
architectural scale. 


The big canvases of Pollack, 
Still and Barnett Newman—all \ 
painters who were friends of | 


Smith '’s—generated huge 
visual spaces. Looking at 
those canvases, the viewer is 
aware of the act of painting, 
of the scale of the painter’s 
hand and arm, and then of the 
awesome difference between 
that scale and the scale of the 
canvas itself and of the, room 
it dominates. 

Smith's modular fabricated 
structures evoke less the 
handwork of the artist..than 
walls and doorways: and 
edlumns—the impersonal,

plywood... Wandering among 
those piers, peering up at the 
geometrical space frame 
above him, the viewer will 
pass among forms that evoke 
familiar columns in apart- 
ment buildings and offices. 

The structure itself is 
formed by standardized units 
efficiently used in accordance 
with a complicated and 
astonishingly beautiful geo- 
metrical system. 

Each spoke is made of two 
8-by-+-ft. sheets of wood that 
have been sawed into tri- 
angles. The standard module 
is’a triangle with a base of 32 
inches—one-third of the 
figure’s 8-foot height. 


Triangles Join 


Each plywood sheet is cut 
diagonally, on the lines of an 
italicized N, to produce two 
such triangles and two others , 
with bases of 16 inches, The 
smaller triangles are then 
joined at the base.to make a 
third figure of the standard 
size- Two plywood sheets thus 
produce the six matching 
triangles that are used to 
make each spoke. 

Despite the comprehensi- 
bility of Smith's geometry, 
there is something about the 
structure now being built that 
is mysterious and inscrutable. 

If viewers peering down into 
it from the balconies or up at 
it from the floor, shut one eye, 
they will see a nicely under- 
stanmdable arrangement of 
hexagonal openings and four- 
spoke joints. 

But the voids described by 
those spokes, the geometrical 


. hollows contained within that 


frame are almost impossible 
to figure out, One can try. 
One can lie on the floor 
examining Smith’s model, one 
can stand over it and glare 
down, but the invisible geo- 
metrical solids that constitute 
those voids seem to blend into 
one another and disappear. , 

Smith once wrote that his 
figures can be ‘thought of as 
part of ‘a continuous space 
grid” in. which “voids are 
made up of the same, com- 
ponents as the masses,” - 

“This one is different,” he 
said, “The voids are illusive. 
I’m thinking of calling it 
‘Smoke’.” sf

The chief drawback of the 
historical novel as a genre is 
the frequent awkwardness of 
the conversations that are put 
in the mouths of characters 
who belong to the non-fictional 
past. There is not only the 
difficulty of choosing a level 
of diction that is both bearable 
to modern ears and yet not 
too inappropriately twentieth 
century, bat, more proble- 
matic, is the necessity of 
conveying the researched 
facts in seemingly 
dialogue. 

These problems are particu- 
larly relevant to Mr. William- 
son’s latest book. since he 
concentrates primarily upon 
character .in providing an

account of the life of George, 
Duke of Clarence, the brother 
of Edward IV and Richard IJ, 
and the victim of a renowned 
and spectacular death, 
drowned in a butt of Malm- 
sey.

Surely no human beings 
ever talked and felt like that 
Because of such awkward-

amply discussed in the text, 
are omitted. In the latter 
category, one may assume 
that a prominent journalist 
ought to know how to spell the 
name of one of Italy's fore- 
most newspapers, the ‘“‘Cor- 
riere della Sera.” 

Nevertheless, The Reds and 
the Blacks is a useful and 
informative book. It vividly 
portrays an American am- 
bassador at work, which con- 
sisted largely of fighting a 
word-war against the Reds 
while living among -the 
Blacks.

The two men each could be 
given as much as 9% years and 
fines totalling $95,000.

‘Better 
Ask for 
A Raise’

Want to buy an $18,000 
house with National Housing 
Act money? 

Better ask the boss for a 
raise of about $500 a year ($10 
a week) before you try. 

That's- one way of looking at 


| the increase in NHA mortgage 


rates to 8% per cent from 7% 
per cent effective Monday. 

The example is based on an 
$18,000 house (including cost 
of land) and assuming taxes 
of $25 a month net. 

Under this, a person would 
be allowed $16,150 for the 
mortgage with the difference 
—$1,850—being the down pay- 
ment, said a Central Mort- 
gage and Housing Corporation 
official. 

Re payment—principal, in- 
terest and taxes—would be 
$1,810 a year or a fraction 
over $150 a month. 

To carry this over a 25-year 


period, a person needs an 
income of $6,700 a year. 
(The average weekly in- 


come of Victorians is $9, or a 
fraction under $5,000.a year). 
The reason for the $6,700 a 


| year. ‘income for the $18,000 


houge is that an NHA regula- 
tion requires mortgage and 
taxes must not exceed 27 per 
cent of income. 

Under the former 7% 
cent interest rate, for the

She regularly checks the cells 
in' the hive, destroying those 
that have would-be female 
contenders inside, 

Sometimes, like a human, 
she misses and a future queen 
bee is hatched. This means 
the end of the old queen in 
her kingdom. Accompanied by 
those workers that remain 
loyal to her, she takes off to 
create a new dominion, caus- 
ing a similar swarm to that 
which started Mrs. Harper on 
her career as a bee keeper.

Want to buy an $18,000 
house with National Housing 
Act money? 

Better ask the boss for a 
raise of about $500 a year ($10 
a week) before you try. 

That’s one way of looking at 
the increase in NHA mortgage 
rates to 8% per cent from 7% 
per cent effective Monday. 

The example is based on an 
$18,000 house (including cost 
of land) and assuming taxes 
of $25. a month net. 

Under this, a person would 
be allowed $167150° for the 
mortgage with the difference 
—$1,850—being the down pay- 
ment, said a Central Mort- 
gage and Housing Corporation 
official. 

Rep ayment—principal, in- 
terest and taxes—would be 
$1,810 a year or a fraction 
over $150 a month. 

To carry this oyer a 25-year 
period, a person needs an 
income of $6,700 a year. 

(The average weekly in- 
come of Victorians is $95, or a 
fraction under $5,000 a year). 

The reason for the $6,700 a 
year income for the $18,000
